Please purchase your tickets at that window. Elevators this way. Be 
sure to keep in the roped-off aisle.

That’s enough, Sam. Take ‘er up. 


Up! Through the centre of the building we rose, more than a floor a 
second. At the forty-second floor my internals caught up with me and the 
ascent continued in an uneasy serenity that persisted until we were requested 
to transfer to another elevator at the eightieth floor. After we had suffered 
yet another transfer, we were hustled out at the one hundred second. With 
due respect to the statue of the giraffe below me, | stepped slowly out onto 
the observation terrace, constantly being ventilated by Atlantic breezes. The 
panoramic American Metropolis sprawled away from my feet, which stood 
at the highest point reached by man! 


Now dominating the view to the east, with its ever-ready-to-fall stance, 
gleamed the United Nations Building. | studied it and wondered, would it 
topple into the East River with a delightful splash as | watched? Perhaps 
just a gentle shove. . . . The architect’s dream, the spired Chrysler Building, 
having been ousted as the number one attraction on that view, would cer- 
tainly have voiced its hearty approval. And where would the loudest Bronx 
cheer come from? Brooklyn, of course. Ah, yes! Flat, smoke-covered Brook- 
lyn, what beauty have you to contribute to my visual pleasures? Replied the 
city, White Ways and skyscrapers have | none; but such as | have | give 
thee.’ 


Before the import of the sage city’s words got through to me, my atten- 
tion was caught by the conversation of a young couple studying the south 
view. The gentleman, a well-informed sailor, was describing the building’s 
fifteen-foot sway, in error by some fifteen feet. They then paid for a better 
view of the city through the telescope—better by the assumption that you 
get a closer look. The poor indeterminate fools had gone far away to get 
a close look at the cluster of skyscrapers at the island’s toe. No, don’t tell 
them. Ina minute they will realize that those structures were meant to be 
viewed as a cluster; that their beauty is lost when the majesty of collectivity 
is destroyed. The Statue of Liberty? Why not let its distinctness from this 
distance attest to its impressive dimensions? The details are not unfamiliar; 
we just came from there, remember? 


Under the scrutiny of the statue an all-white ship steamed into the 
Hudson to the docks on Manhattan’s west flank. It shrunk suddenly as it 
passed a skyscraper laid out on its side. Was it one of the Queens? The 
triple funneled liner showing its white-crested distinction in any other port 
—please include the home port—would have been out of place; but in a 
city where uniqueness is the byword it is just one of many singular sights. 
Here, as it sails to and from its berth, it commands the graceful bridges, with 
their latticed towers, to keep their arching spans up where they are out of 
the way. Ingenious vehicles have, however, contrived tunnels under the river 
by which they can sneak into the city without being seen. 


Sure to be the destination of a sizeable percentage of those vehicles is 
the “city within a city”, seen from the terrace by looking north. It was 
Rockefeller Centre, standing out against the open backdrop of Central Park, 
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contrasting the stone and steel symbol of industry with the green one of 
serenity. The monstrous steps on the facade of the RCA Building led my 
to ground level, at last bringing my attention to my stately vantage point. 


On looking down at the streets | wondered how many thousands of 
tourists have directed remarks at the size of the cars below. They say it 
because it is expected of them, | thought, and they even believe what they 
say. By inducing into themselves something factitious, they fail to grasp 
the fact that the whole of New York is a feeling rather than a sight. The 
Empire State Building, symbolic of the city, so cogently excites that feeling 
that eyes are not required to experience it. “In that giant shaft,’” wrote Helen 
Keller, ‘I see a groping toward beauty and spiritual vision.”
